Suggestions for Safety— 


There has been much agitation concerning safety meas- 


ures and all will agree that no better form of agitation was 
ever started, but it is thought that automobile associations 
: and others engaged in the work of; averting grade crossing 


accidents are'leaving art important stone unturned-when they 
do not start a campaign to do away with all advertising signs 
at or near railroad crossings. 


•*- There should be nothing at or near grade crossings to 


cause distraction. When the driver of an automobile is ap- 
proaching a crossing he should have his mincj on that very 
thing, and not be reading signs or thinking of something else. 
It might be welHo make a single concession and allow under- 
taken to put their ads at crossings, but no other business. 


Signs are apt to distract the attention of the driver, and 


though only for a moment, it- is a time when he should be 
thinking of possible approaching trains, and not the best 
brand of peaches or where to buy his shirts. It is for the 
safety of the motor-driving public that signs at railroad cross- 
ings should be removed, other than those required to indicate 
a crossing, and the auto drivers and public authorities should 
co-operate to effect their elimination. 


Among those to be eliminated, the safety sign, "Cross 


Crossings Cautiously," might be well included. By the time 
a man has successfully pronounced those three words in rota- 
tion, he has nothing else on his mind for at least a minute 
or two.
